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INTRODUCTION 


This  is  a new  venture:  the  first  Auction  sale  catalogue  jointly 
produced  by  New  Netherlands  of  New  York  and  Seaby  of  London. 
Our  experts — jointly — can  claim  a not  inconsiderable  knowledge  of 
coinage,  both  of  the  New  World  and  the  old.  New  Netherlands 
Coin  Company  Inc.,  founded  in  1936,  is  universally  known  as  one  of 
the  leading  specialists  in  the  coinage  and  medals  of  the  American 
continent.  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.,  founded  in  1926,  deal  not  only  in 
British  coins  and  medals  but  also  have  an  extensive  international 
business  in  ancient,  medieval  and  modern  coins  of  the  world,  and 
publish  numerous  books  and  catalogues  on  numismatics.  We  believe 
that  a good  numismatic  Auction  sale  catalogue  should  make  an 
interesting  work  of  reference:  that  it  should  communicate  and 
illuminate.  It  has  been  our  endeavour  to  grade  coins  in  a conservative 
manner  throughout. 

In  this  sale  we  are  offering  some  most  interesting  consignments. 
Not  all  the  coins  are  rare,  but  there  are  some  exceptional  coins 
amongst  them.  Firstly,  the  collection  of  Japanese  coins  formed  in 
the  1920’s  and  1 930’s  by  the  late  H.  Vincent  Summers,  which  not 
only  contains  nine  gold  Obans  (the  first  time  for  many  years  that 
such  a number  of  these  large  rare  coins  have  appeared  in  a single 
sale),  including  a Tensho  ‘Naga’  Oban  and  a unique  silver  Oban,  but 
also  a number  of  exceedingly  rare  provincial  gold  pieces  of  the 
Feudal  Period  from  the  Virgil  M.  Brand  collection,  amongst  them 
a Suruga  Go-ryo-ban  and  a Koshu  Koban  with  the  Takeda-bishi 
Hishigata  symbol.  There  are  some  rare  modern  Japanese  coins, 
including  five  specimens  of  the  20  Yen  of  Meiji  3,  an  example  of 
the  exceedingly  rare  pattern  Rin  of  Meiji  3,  and  a number  of  brilliant 
proofs  such  as  the  50  Sen  of  Meiji  7. 

British  silver  coins  have  been  attracting  much  attention  of  recent 
years  and  some  interesting  pieces  appear  in  this  section;  of  particular 
note  are  the  Charles  I silver  Half  Pound  of  Oxford,  the  pattern 
crown  of  George  III  by  Pistrucci  and  the  William  IV  Crown  of  1831. 

The  Ancient  Greek  coins  include  a number  of  coins  selected  by 
a numismatist  with  an  eye  for  style  in  classical  art.  Of  especial  note 
are  the  beautiful  stater  of  Thurium,  the  archaic  tetradrachms  of 
Acanthus  and  the  superb  portrait  piece  of  Antimachus,  King  of 
Bactria;  also  in  this  section  is  the  intriguing  gold-inlaid  silver  coin 
of  Za-Ya  Abiyo  La-Madhen,  King  of  Axum. 

In  the  small  group  of  gold  coins  two  coins  might  be  picked  out 
for  special  mention:  the  Oxford  Triple  Unite  of  Charles  I and  the 
excessively  rare  2\  Ryals  of  Zanzibar.  There  are  also  some  other 
interesting  coins  from  India. 

Amongst  the  North  American  coins  the  outstanding  piece  is  the 
third  known  specimen  of  the  1776  Continental  Currency  dollar 
with  the  currencey  error,  which  is  likely  to  reach  a very  high  figure. 
There  are  other  rarities  of  the  Colonial  period  including  an  Oak  Tree 
shilling  and  the  Wood’s  farthing  in  Silver,  and  there  are  some 
excessively  rare  Canadian  proofs.

1 Tensho  Period  (1573-95).  Naga  Oban.  J&V.  A2.  (NKSK.  lb).  This  “long” 
Oban,  with  a denominational  value  of  10  Ryo,  is  a gold  plate  with  only 
slightly  curved  sides  but  well-rounded  ends,  173  x 101  mm.,  wt.  164.82  gms., 
having  four  Kiri  crests  in  circular  frames  at  top,  bottom  and  either  side 
and  a vertical  ink  inscription:  Ju  Ryo  (Ten  Ryo),  Goto  (the  office  of 
hereditary  Controller),  followed  by  the  Kaki  han  (the  written  monogram  of 
the  official).  Irregular  indented  surface.  Rev.  Rough  surface.  At  centre, 
circular  Kiri  crest,  a lower  crest  in  hexagonal  frame  within  circle;  below, 
the  monogram  of  the  issuing  authority;  at  top  and  bottom  the  character  Ji 
incuse.  Various  ink  inscriptions,  some  faint  (and  possibly  by  two  different 
hands),  otherwise  Extremely  Fine.  Plate. 

The  Kiri  or  Paulonia  flower  was  adopted  as  an  Imperial  crest  from  an  early  date.  A 
feature  of  the  Tensho  Obans  are  their  pliability  due  to  being  made  of  better  quality  gold 
than  the  .677  fineness  of  the  later  Keicho  period.  This  fine  specimen  was  for  many  years 
in  the  collection  of  Mr.  Waldo  Newcomer  of  Baltimore. 


2 Tensho  Oban.  (NKSK.  la).  Shorter  than  the  piece  above,  158  x97  mm.,  wt. 
164.06  gms.,  it  was  probably  made  later  in  the  period  than  the  more  oval 
type  of  Oban  (A  1)  illustrated  by  Jacobs  and  Vermeule  (p.  52).  Kiri  crests 
and  monogram  arranged  as  on  coin  above,  one  small  character  punched  in 
top  right  of  reverse,  possibly  one  bottom  left.  No  ink  inscriptions.  Very 
pliable  and  Very  Fine.  Plate. 

This  specimen  shows  evidence  of  having  been  in  a fire;  the  edge  top-left  of  obverse  having 
melted  under  contact  with  excessive  heat.  The  plate  was  submitted  for  examination  to  the 
Japanese  experts  Tanaka  Ken  and  Idzumi  Kichijiro  in  November,  1937,  who  concurred 
with  this  conclusion  and  who  suggested  that  in  an  attempt  to  restore  the  condition  of  the 
plate  the  obverse  ink  inscription  was  lost  as  well  as  the  usual  toning  of  the  metal  acquired 
by  age.  Extremely  rare.  From  “The  Property  of  a Foreign  Collector”,  Sotheby,  London, 
13.6.1930. 


3 Keicho  Period  (1596-1614).  Oban.  J&V.  A3  var.  (NKSK.  2;  Tsu.  49).  This 
plate  measures  155  x 96  mm.,  and  weighs  164.92  gms.  Somewhat  larger  Kiri 
crests  on  obverse  than  the  previous  piece;  the  horizontal  indentations  in 
seven  vertical  rows.  Ink  signature  of  the  Goto  Eijo.  Rev.  Three  main 
seals  as  the  three  lower  seals  on  the  Genroku  oban  illustrated  by  J.  & V. 
(p.  59)  except  that  the  lowest,  the  monogram  seal,  has  four  tags  above  the 
diagonal  line  of  the  character.  At  bottom  left,  three  punched  characters  of 
moneyers:  Sasaya,  Shichizaemon  Yoshida  and  another  undetermined. 
Various  ink  inscriptions  in  more  than  one  hand.  Impressed  marks  on  edge. 
Very  Fine  with  some  reddish  toning.  Plate. 

Purchased  from  a London  dealer  in  1934. 
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4 Meireki  Period  (1655-58).  Or  Late  Keicho?  Oban.  Very  similar  to  the  pre- 
ceding plate,  except  that  on  the  reverse  the  punched  characters  are  of  the 
moneyers  Juichi-ya,  Shichizaemon  Yoshida,  and  the  undetermined  mark 
(as  above).  The  plate  measures  155x96  mm .,  and  weighs  164.75  gms.  The 
ink  signature  is  in  good  condition  and  though  the  stamps  are  somewhat 
weakly  struck  the  plate  is  otherwise  Extremely  Fine.  Plate. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  Idzumi  that  this  piece  came  within  the  series  normally  attributed  to 
the  Keicho  period.  However,  Hirao  Sampei  drew  attention  to  the  importance  of  the 
characters  on  the  reverse  which  serve  to  identify  the  moneyers,  and  pointed  out  that  the 
moneyer  Juichi-ya  was  authorised  to  make  these  ban  (plates)  during  the  Meireki  Period, 
and  he  indicated  that  the  monogram  seal  on  the  reverse  shows  the  terminal*!*  ’ distinc- 
tive of  Meireki  issues.  Disposed  of  by  a Continental  (European)  Museum.  The  last 
owner  had  purchased  it  through  a London  dealer  in  1936. 

5 Kyoho  Period  (1716-36).  Oban.  J&V.  A5  (. NKSK . 4;  Tsu.  90;  Fr.  5).  Some- 
what as  above.  The  plate  measures  153  x 93  mm.,  and  weighs  164.02  gms. 
Ink  inscription  a little  rubbed  in  places.  Rev.  The  three  seals  now  centrally 
positioned,  three  moneyers’  characters  sharply  punched  at  bottom-left: 
Kyu  (Kyuyemon  Matsuoka),  Take  (Kuroyemon  Takeuchi)  and  U (Uhei 
Hayashi).  Apart  from  ink  inscription  almost  Extremely  Fine.  Plate. 

Though  the  Kyoho  Period  covered  the  years  1716-36,  what  are  commonly  known  as  the 
“Kyoho  Obans”  extended  from  the  10th  year  of  Kyoho  (1725)  until  the  8th  year  of  the 
Tempo  Period  (1837).  This  specimen  was  purchased  from  a London  dealer  in  1930. 

6 Late  “Kyoho”  Oban.  Size  152x93  mm.,  wt.  165.37  gms.  Similar  to  above, 
in  good  state  with  ink  inscription.  Rev.  To  bottom-left  of  the  three  seals, 
three  punchmarks:  Kyu  (Kyuyemon  Matsuoka),  Take  (Kuroyemon 
Takeuchi),  and  Shichi  (Shichirobei  Hara).  Extremely  Fine.  Plate. 

Idzumi  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  rounded  terminals  of  some  of  the  strokes  in  the  ink 
inscription  are  peculiar  to  issues  made  in  the  Eikyo  sub-period  (1744-48).  Purchased  in 
London,  1938. 

7 Tempo  Period  (1830-44).  Oban.  J&  V.  A6  (NKSK.  5 ; Fr.  6).  Size  155x95  mm. 
wt.  164.6  gms.  Similar  to  above,  with  ink  inscription  a little  scratched  in 
places.  The  horizontal  indentations  do  not  extend  to  edge  of  plate.  Rev.  To 
bottom-left  of  the  three  seals  the  punchmarked  characters  for  / (Iwasaki 
Taneyemon),  U (Uhei  Hayashi)  and  Kawa  (Kawai  Isaburo).  Extremely 
Fine.  Plate. 

Only  1,887  Tempo  Obans  issued,  compared  with  8,515  for  the  Kyoho  pieces.  The  so- 
called  “Tempo”  obans  were  made  from  1838  until  1860,  when  they  were  followed  by  the 
Manen  obans.  Very  rare.  From  the  collection  of  Idzumi  Kichijiro. 

8 Manen  Period  (1860-1).  “Kenjo”  Oban.  J&V.  A7  (NKSK.  6 top;  Fr.  7). 
Reduced  size,  133x80  mm.,  wt.  113.51  gms.  Four  Kiri  crests  as  before. 
The  horizontal  indentations  now  in  five  rows  instead  or  seven.  Rev.  Usual 
three  seals,  at  bottom-left  the  punchmarked  characters:  Yoshi  (Yoshioka 
Soiyemon),  Ki  (Kisaburo  Yokota)  and  U (Uhei  Hayashi).  A few  discoloura- 
tion marks  at  top  of  obverse,  otherwise  Extremely  Fine.  Plate. 

The  Manen  obans  were  made  from  1860  to  1862,  but  continued  in  circulation  until  1868. 
The  fineness  was  .366. 

9 Manen  die-stamped  Oban.  (NKSK.  6,  bottom).  Shape  and  size  as  above, 
but  die-impressed;  wt.  112.78  gms.  The  Kiri  crests  have  been  incorporated 
in  the  die  so  do  not  show  an  impression  through  to  reverse.  The  indented 
surface  of  the  obverse  consist  of  overlapping  curves  (similar  to  that  of  the 
Bunkyu  “wave”  Sen  of  1863).  Rev.  Almost  identical  to  above,  with  the 
same  moneyers’  characters.  Mint.  Plate. 

These  were  the  last  of  the  Obans.  Large  numbers  of  these  and  the  earlier  plate  money  were 
melted  for  the  1871-75  Recoinage  when  they  were  replaced  by  round  milled  coins  ot 
Western  fabric. 

Go-ryo-bans 

10  Tempo  Period  (1837-43).  J&V.  B1  (NKSK.  7;  Tsu.  127;  Fr.  8).  The  value  of 
5 Ryo,  this  piece  is  the  half-denomination  of  the  Oban.  It  measures 
88  X50.5  mm.,  and  weighs  34.0  gms.  At  top  a Kiri  seal  in  fan-shaped  panel 
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with  Go-Ryo  below.  At  lower  end  Mitsu  tsugu  with  fan-shaped  Kiri  seal. 
A round  Kiri  seal  at  either  side.  Rev.  In  centre,  mint  monogram;  at  top- 
right  the  character  Ho  of  Ten  Ho,  the  era  mark;  at  bottom-left  two  moneyers 
characters.  Extremely  Fine.  Plate. 

The  first  (and  last)  time  this  value  ban  was  issued  since  the  minting  of  the  Suruga  Kinban 
made  in  the  time  of  the  great  Shogun  Togugawa  Iyeyasu  at  the  end  of  the  16th  century. 
Coined  from  gold  of  .843  fineness.  This  specimen  was  purchased  in  Kobe  in  1921. 

1 1 — Another  piece,  wt.  33.87  gms.,  similar  except  for  different  moneyers’ 
characters  at  bottom-left  of  the  reverse.  Extremely  fine. 

Purchased  from  a London  dealer,  1933. 

Kobans 

12  Keicho  Period  (1596-1614).  Koban.  J&V.  B101  (NKSK.  7;  Tsu.  51;  Fr.  9). 
Small  gold  plate  72x38  mm .,  wt.  17.7  gms.  Kiri  crest  in  fan-shaped  panel 
top  and  bottom,  Ichi  Ryo  (1  Ryo)  and  Mitsutsugu  (Controller’s  name).  Rev. 
Mint  monogram  in  circle;  at  bottom  left  two  moneyers’  marks.  Very  Fine. 

Plate. 

The  main  stamps  show  as  rough  impressions  on  the  other  side  of  the  plate.  There  are  at 
least  15  merchants’  punchmarks  on  the  reverse  of  the  plate.  Purchased  from  a London 
dealer  in  1934. 

13  Shotoku  Period  (1711-15).  Koban.  J&V.  — (NKSK.  11a;  Tsu.  83;  Fr.  — ). 
Similar,  but  rather  smaller  at  69.5x38  mm.,  wt.  17.8  gms.  The  character 
“Ryo”  of  rounder  form.  Rev.  At  bottom-left  the  moneyers’  marks  San  and 
Kichi.  Very  Fine.  Plate. 

Redder  gold  than  the  next  piece — the  Shotoku  issues  were  of  842.9  fineness.  Four  mer- 
chants’ punchmarks  on  reverse.  Purchased  from  a London  dealer  in  1929. 

14  Kyoho  Period  (1716-36).  Koban.  J&V.  B104  (NKSK.  lib;  Tsu.  88;  Fr.  12). 
Very  similar  to  above,  70x38.5  mm.,  wt.  17.8  gms.  Different  moneyers’ 
stamps  bottom-left.  Very  Fine.  Plate. 

Yellow  gold — the  Kyoho  issues  were  of  867.9  fineness.  Five  punchmarks  on  obverse, 
seven  on  reverse.  Purchased  from  a London  dealer,  1932. 

15  — Similar.  Size  69  x 38.5  mm.,  wt.  17.8  gms.  Different  moneyers’  stamps  at 
bottom  left.  Better  than  Very  Fine. 

Two  punchmarks  on  reverse.  Purchased  in  Kobe,  1921. 

16  Genbun  Period  (1736-1818).  Koban.  J&V.  B105  (NKSK.  12;  Tsu.  92;  Fr.  13). 
Smaller  size,  65x36  mm.,  wt.  13.08  gms.  Era  mark  to  top  right  of  central 
reverse  stamp.  Two  moneyers’  stamps  bottom-left.  Numerous  merchants’ 
punch-marks  both  sides.  Very  Fine.  Plate. 

Coined  from  gold  of  .653  fineness. 

17  — Similar.  66  x36  mm.,  wt.  13.1  gms.  Moneyers’  characters,  Dai  and  Kichi. 
Merchants’  marks  on  both  sides.  Very  Fine. 

18  Bunsei  Period  (1818-30).  Koban.  J&V.  B106  (NKSK.  13;  Tsu.  117;  Fr.  14). 
61  X23.5  mm.,  wt.  13.2  gms.  Era  mark  top-right  of  central  reverse  stamp. 
Two  moneyers’  stamps  bottom-left.  Dai  and  Kichi.  Also  some  characters 
show  in  faint  ink  inscriptions  on  either  side.  Nearly  Very  Fine.  Plate. 
Coined  from  gold  of  .560  fineness. 

19  Similar.  61  x21  mm.,  wt.  13.15  gms.  Similar,  but  faint  ink  inscription 
visible  on  one  side  only.  Very  Fine. 

20  Tempo  Period  (1830-43).  Koban.  J&V.  B107  (NKSK.  14;  Tsu.  128;  Fr.  15). 
60x32  mm.,  wt.  11.29  gms.  Era  mark  top  right  of  central  reverse  stamp. 
Two  moneyers’  marks  at  bottom-left.  Good  Very  Fine. 

Coined  from  .567  fineness  gold,  minted  1837  to  1858. 

21  Similar.  59.5x31.5  mm.,  wt.  11.33  gms.  Different  moneyers’  marks. 
Extremely  Fine.  Plate. 
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22  Ansei  Period  (1854-60).  Koban.  J&V.  B108  (NKSK.  15;  Tsu.  137;  Fr.  16). 
58.5  x32  mm.,  wt.  9.12  gms.  Era  mark  top  right  of  central  reverse  stamp. 
Two  moneyers’  stamps  at  bottom  left.  Extremely  Fine. 

23  Manen  Period  (1860-67).  Koban.  J&V.  B109  (NKSK.  16;  Tsu.  144;  Fr.  17). 

36  x 20  mm.,  wts.,  two  at  3.39  gms.,  the  other  3.36  gms.  Combinations  of  four 
moneyers’  marks.  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine.  Plate.  (3  pieces )

15x11  mm.  Type  as  ni-bu;  era  mark  at  top-right  of  reverse.  Very  Fine/Fine.

30  Ichi-bu  of  the  Tempo,  Ansei  and  Manen  Periods.  J&V.  D8,  9 and  10  (Fr.  30,

era  marks.  Extremely  Fine.  Plate  (all  three).  (3  pieces) 

31  Ni-shu  (2  shu).  Tempo  (1)  and  Manen  Period  (2).  J&V.  E2  and  3 (Fr.  34 
and  35).  13x8  and  12x7  mm.  respectively.  Kiri  in  panel,  ni  shu  below. 
Rev.  Mitsu  tsugu  and  monogram.  Also:  Is-shu  (1  shu).  J.&  V.  £101  (Fr.  36). 
Bunsei  Period.  10x10  mm.  Kiri,  is-shu  below.  Rev.  as  2 shu,  but  without 
monogram.  The  first  Extremely  Fine,  the  others  Very  Fine.  (4  pieces)

33  Suruga  (Shizuoka).  Go-ryo-ban.  Slightly  oval  plate,  121  x61  mm.,  wt.  74.95 
gms.  Obverse  striated;  at  top  and  foot,  circular  stamps  of  three  hollyhock 
leaves  (Japanese  Aoi,  or  Asarum),  the  crest  of  the  Tokugawa  family.  In 
centre,  two  characters  Suruga;  and  above,  Kiri  leaf.  Very  Fine.  Plate. 
Rev.  Five  small  impressions  at  bottom-left.  In  centre,  the  character  Goku 
(“  of  highest  degree”,  i.e.  fineness).

Empedocles,  the 
philosopher,  saved  the  inhabitants  of  Selinus  by  connecting  the  channels  of  two  neigh- 
bouring streams,  for  which  service  divine  honours  were  conferred  on  him.

His  coins  usually  turn  up  in  good  condition  so  they  were  probably 
retained  unused  as  keepsakes.

Some  authorities  now 
believe,  however,  that  the  bulk  of  the  bullion  resulted  from  the  forays  of  two  British 
privateer  captains  operating  against  Spanish  ships  in  the  Atlantic.

Lucius  Munatius  Plancus  was  a friend  of  Caesar 
and  had  served  under  him  in  Gaul,  Spain  and  Africa  between  b.c.  54-46,  and  he  was 
one  of  the  six  praefecti  Urbi  who  were  appointed  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  City  of 
Rome  during  Caesar’s  absence  in  Spain  in  b.c.  46-45.  He  was  appointed  governor  of 
Transalpine  Gaul  in  b.c.  44;  L.  Plancus  enjoyed  a triumph  in  Rome  the  following  year 
for  his  victories  in  Gaul  and  it  was  at  this  period  that  Gaulish  copper  coins  were  struck 
bearing  his  name  and  that  of  the  chieftain  Attalus.  In  b.c.  42  he  was  appointed  Consul, 
he  served  under  Antony  in  the  East  and  struck  a further  series  of  coins  bearing  his  name 
and  that  of  Antony.  The  bust  of  Victory  obviously  alludes  to  Caesar’s  victorious 
campaign  in  Spain,  whilst  the  jug  on  the  reverse  is  likely  to  be  a personal  emblem  of 
Plancus  as  it  also  appears  on  his  later  coins.

Since  then  a second  specimen  has  come  up 
for  sale  in  New  York  in  1962  (H.  Schulman,  May  1962,  lot  1812)  which  was  later  sold 
again  in  Amsterdam  in  1967  (J.  Schulman,  21.11.67,  lot  1095).  This  third  specimen 
comes  from  the  family  of  3.  former  British  Colonial  Service  cidministrator  who  served  in 
East  Africa  for  a number  of  years.

Seemingly  Extremely  Fine  and  very 
bold,  but  the  surfaces  mainly  microscopically  pockmarked.  Dark  olive 
colour;  insignificant  obv.  rim  bruise.  From  the  Dr.  Philip  Nelson  coll., 
Dec.  1913.  Plate. 

This  rarity  was  unpriced  in  the  last  (1957)  edition  of  Wayte  Raymond’s  Standard  Cata- 
logue, and  is  likewise  unpriced  in  the  current  Guide  Book.

Pale  golden-olive  colour;  dull 
spot  at  centre  of  bust.  Attractive,  the  only  impairment  a short,  light  scratch 
in  the  rev.  field  below  and  to  left  of  1 in  date.  Rare.  Plate. 

An  Extremely  Fine  example,  lot  253  in  NN’s  60th  offering,  sold  for  $300  as  lot  253. 
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Extremely  Rare  1723/22  Uncrowned  Rose  Pattern  Halfpenny

Copper . Nelson  13  (PL  II,  9 obv.  (type),  8 rev.).  Fine,  the  reverse  particularly 
so,  but  very  weak  (smooth)  at  the  left  side  of  the  obverse  and  the  right  side 
of  the  reverse  (as  made).  The  flan  with  a few  pits  (mainly  upon  the  rev.),  and 
showing  some  minor  obv.  scratches  at  left,  but  this  is  not  an  unattractive 
piece.

A Fine  specimen  of  higher  quality,  from  a different  reverse  die  with  perfect  3,  brought 
$230  in  the  1968  New  Netherlands  colonial  offering. 

No  period 
after  rex;  no  period  after  date.  Bath  Metal.  Strictly  Very  Fine,  some  claims 
to  EF.  A moderately  clean  golden-brown  displaying  traces  of  light  yellow 
lustre.  Rare,  the  third  rarest  of  the  four  types  of  1723  twopence. 

420  1723.  Penny.  Variety  with  highly  placed  rev.  scroll  having  large  finials; 
narrow  3 (in  date);  some  letters,  including  er  of  Americana,  defective.  Bath 
Metal.  Very  Fine.  Mostly  medium  olive-brown  in  colour,  although  the 
obverse  with  a little  black  patina  below  the  bust.  Ex  St.  Louis  Stamp  & Coin 
Co.,  Jan.  8,  1928. 

421  — Another.  Smaller  scroll  placed  much  lower,  knobs  rather  than  finials  on 
ends;  narrow  3.  Bath  metal.  Broader,  thinner  planchet  than  last.  Equally 
Very  Fine.  Somewhat  weakly  impressed  at  right  on  both  sides,  but  a rather 
pleasing,  light  coloured  coin  showing  hints  of  original  lustre.  This  was  lot 
378  of  the  Elder  sale  of  Oct.  13,  1919. 

422  1723.  Halfpenny.  Crowned  rose.  Fairly  high  rev.  scroll  with  knobs,  although 
lower  right  end  runs  into  border  beads.  Bath  Metal.  Extremely  Fine  and 
bold.  With  a few  peripheral  flan  flaws  plus  file  (adjustment)  marks  at  lower 
right  obverse  and  upper  left  reverse,  but  still  a choice,  golden-olive  example 
of  this  grossly  unappreciated  regular  issue.  From  the  great  John  G.  Mills 
collection,  sold  by  S.  H.  and  H.  Chapman,  April  27-29,  1904,  where  it  was 
lot  88  and  called  “Uncirculated.  Very  Rare”.  Plate. 

This  particular  coin  realized  $7.50  at  the  Mills  auction,  sixty-six  years  ago.  An  EF-AU 
1723  Crowned  Rose  halfpenny  in  the  60th  NN  offering,  lot  265,  the  only  one  in  that 
sale,  sold  for  $250  to  a floor  bidder.

Of  the  general  type  mentioned  following 
Nelson  17  (page  3 1 , 1903),  having  m • B • fra  et  in  legend,  but  from  a different 
obv.  die  in  that  the  stop  following  b is  extremely  close  to  that  letter  (and  not 
centred  to  right  of  the  right  leaf  of  wreath),  and  with  a stop  between  fra 
and  et  (fra  • et).  Bath  Metal.  About  Very  Fine.  From  circulation:  uniformly 
tarnished  a dark  olive-brown,  the  faintly  granular  surfaces  showing  moderate 
signs  of  handling.  Dr.  Philip  Nelson’s  personal  piece,  to  Hillyer  Ryder, 
Dec.  11,  1913.  To  our  knowledge,  even  rarer  than  those  with  the  conven- 
tional M • b obverse.  Plate. 

Wt.  159.30  grains.  A splendid  example  of  this  rarity  from  the  regular  obv.  die  (as 
initially  described  above)  sold  for  $2,500  to  a dealer  as  lot  34  of  Lester  Merkin’s  auction 
°f  Nov-  20  1968.  That  one  came  from  the  G.  J.  Bauer  estate.  Another  variety,  from  a 
third  obv.  die,  lacks  the  stop  between  m and  b.  It  is  presumed  unique.  This  particular 
specimen  was  advertised  by  NN  in  the  Dec.  1969  issue  of  The  Numismatist  for  $1,850, 
and  subsequently  sold.  It  was  purchased  for  the  obv.  die  variation  by  a specialist  who 
has  since  decided  to  restrict  himself  to  type  and  design  coins,  and  who  therefore  now 
wishes  to  dispose  of  it.

An  attrac- 
tive light  reddish-brown  coin  struck  upon  a slightly  flawed  planchet,  as 
often  seen.  From  T.  L Elder’s  45th  sale,  Nov.  18,  1910,  lot  660,  as  “Ex- 
tremely Fine.”  Very  rare.  Plate. 

One  of  these,  called  “Amost  Extremely  Fine”,  and  having  two  rim  bruises,  sold  for 
$325  as  lot  275  of  the  1968  New  Netherlands  sale  of  colonials. 

Choice  and  Valuable  1723  Woods  Farthing  in  Silver 

1723.  Farthing.  Regular  obverse  with  full  legend.  I of  dei  low  and  united 
with  top  leaf;  straight  die  break  from  point  of  bust  to  edge.  Rev.  Eleven 
harpstrings.  Silver.  A Proof,  struck  for  presentation.  The  flan  slightly 
imperfect,  showing  small  granular  marks  on  the  King’s  cheek;  some  letters 
defective,  x of  rex  not  fully  struck-up.  Moderately  handled,  a very  light 
obv.  surface  scratch  in  the  field  below  nose  to  border.  Mostly  brilliant,  some 
golden-brown  and  iridescent  tarnish.  Very  rare.  Plate. 

Wt.  72.35  grains.  Dr.  Nelson,  in  his  standard  reference,  The  Coinage  of  William  Wood, 
1722-1733  (1903,  reprinted  by  Spink’s,  1959),  mentions  that  “Proofs  are  found  in  silver 
and  copper”  following  his  No.  7 on  page  21.  There,  he  gives  the  standard  weight  for 
copper  pieces  as  64  grains.  An  evenly  worn  VG  specimen,  from  different  obv.  and  rev. 
dies,  commanded  $260  as  lot  65  in  Merkin’s  auction  of  June  12,  1968.  In  describing 
that  lot,  Walter  Breen  claimed  that  this  variety  was  an  Rarity  7 item.

Nelson  18  (PI.  I,  No.  7).  Fine  to  VF,  but  poorly  struck-up,  mainly  upon  the 
obverse.  An  evenly  worn  and  unimpaired  example  of  this  variety  which 
found  its  way  into  circulation  as  did  so  many  other  patterns,  trials,  and 
presentation  pieces  of  William  Wood.  Ex  Nelson,  Ryder,  Boyd  collections. 
Plate. 

Wt.  75.35  grains  ( Nelson , 76  grains).  The  identical  specimen  illustrated  on  Plate  I of 
the  1903  Nelson  booklet.  This  coin  initially  appeared  as  lot  1058  in  the  NN  sale  of 
June  13-15,  1967.  There,  it  sold  for  $370  against  a $410  mail  bid.  Last  year,  the  owner 
obtained  a superior  (although  somewhat  damaged)  specimen,  and  reconsigned  this  one. 
For  additional  information,  see  the  extensive  footnote  on  page  97  of  New  Netherlands 
59th  catalogue. 

427  New  York  Cents.  1787.  immunis  Columbia.  Very  Fine.  A remarkably  clean, 
evenly  toned  reddish-brown  piece,  a minor  obv.  rim  bruise  the  only  apparent 
imperfection.  Nicely  struck,  the  date  almost  entirely  on  the  flan.  Purchased 
over  sixty  years  ago  (April  23,  1920),  by  Hillyer  Ryder,  at  Elder’s  40th  sale, 
lot  321.  Plate. 

Somewhat  superior  to  the  one  in  the  60th  New  Netherlands  sale,  lot  415,  which  was 
purchased  from  the  floor  by  a dealer  for  $250  against  considerable  competition. 

428  Talbot,  Allum  and  Lee  Token.  1794.  Large  ampersand.  Rev.  Without  NEW 
YORK  above  ship,  large  ampersand.  Fuld  1 (R-8).  Fine,  some  claims  to 
Very  Fine.  Dark  brown  colour.  Save  for  a single  small  obv.  rim  bruise 
above  c of  commerce,  the  surfaces  on  this  piece  are  likewise  free  of  handling 
or  abuse.  Valued  at  $350.  VF  in  the  Guide  Book.  Plate. 

Excessively  Rare  CURRENCEY  Continental  Dollar 

429  Pattern  Error  Continental  Dollar.  1776.  Regular  fugio,  sun  with  rays,  sun 
dial,  mind  your  / business  type  obverse,  but  with  small,  narrow  date  and 
CURRENCEY  (rather  than  currency).  Rev.  Full  size  N in  American 
(within  centre  ring),  and  with  massachs  correctly  following  (placed  to  the 
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right  of)  n . hamp  , s (among  the  outer  rings).  Pewter;  plain  edge  (as  on  the 
other  two  specimens  currently  known,  and  as  on  the  unique  Brand-Norweb 
example  of  Newman  5-D,  whose  obverse  was  recut  and  altered  from  that 
used  to  strike  this  piece).  N.  4-D  (the  error  obverse  combined  with  the  eg 
fecit  reverse  in  cracked  condition).  Very  Fine,  almost  Extremely  Fine. 
Partly  lustrous  and  presumably  also  in  need  of  a bath,  as  there  are  traces  of 
dirt  and  verdigris  about  the  devices  and  letters.  A glass  discloses  minor 
signs  of  handling,  a common  occurrence  with  these  large  soft  alloy  coins. 
A hitherto  unknown  specimen,  consigned  to  this  offering  by  a British  owner. 
To  our  knowledge,  the  first  time  that  this  important  historical  rarity  has 
been  offered  at  an  American  public  sale  in  this  century ! Plate. 

Wt.  277.30  grains.  Diagnostically,  the  bottom  of  the  reverse  is  at  a point  just  past  one 
o’clock  in  relation  to  the  obverse.  The  error  currencey  was  a result  of  the  engraver, 
believed  to  be  Elisha  Gallaudet,  having  used  the  one-sixth  of  a dollar  denomination  of 
Continental  Currency  paper  (dated  Feb.  17,  1776)  as  a model.  As  Eric  Newman  put  it 
eighteen  years  ago,  “No  other  paper  money  from  any  plate  of  any  denomination  of 
any  issue  of  the  Continental  Congress  using  that  word  (there  are  91  others)  has  other 
than  the  correct  spelling  of  currency.” 

Probably  the  finest  example  extant  of  this  rarity  is  owned  by  a prominent  U.S.  collector, 
a mid-westerner,  who,  we  are  told,  obtained  it  from  either  the  Virgil  Brand  or  Col.  E. 
H.  R.  Green  collections.  That  one  is  illustrated  on  page  8 and  the  dust  jacket  of  The 
U.S.  Mint  and  Coinage,  Don  Taxay,  New  York,  1966. 

430  Fugio  Cent.  1787.  Regular  obverse  with  pointed  rays,  four  cinquefoils:  I in 
fugio  high,  top  right  of  each  N high.  Rev.  united  states,  w in  we  tilts  right. 
Newman  8-B  (Rarity  1).  Red  Uncirculated,  but  now  toning  down,  mostly 
upon  the  obverse;  a small  steel  coloured  area  adjacent  to  87  of  date.  Still 
in  its  original  Chapman  box. 

431  Washington  Coins.  1791.  Cent.  Small  eagle  on  reverse.  Better  than  Extremely 
Fine.  A lustrous  light  golden-brown  with  suggestions  of  dark  mottling.  Also 
purchased  from  Henry  Chapman,  years  ago,  and  still  in  the  original  box. 

432  1791.  Cent.  Large  eagle  on  reverse.  Dies  rusted,  the  obv.  die  broken.  Struck 
upon  a thin  planchet,  wt.  166.80  grains’,  small  edge  letters.  Mainly  red 
Uncirculated,  the  orange  lustre  combined  with  blue  and  brown  toning.  As 
regularly  found,  the  details  of  Washington’s  wig  not  fully  struck-up. 
Choice,  despite  a tiny  rev.  corrosion  spot  located  beneath  the  eagle’s  tail. 
Really  a rare  variety.  Another  Chapman  piece,  his  box  included. 
Undoubtedly  made  earlier  than  the  Liverpool  Halfpenny  (which  has  the  same  obverse). 
Those  struck  upon  the  regular  flans  average  196  grains. 

433  1795.  Halfpenny,  liberty  and  security.  Edge  plain:  (high  Rarity  6 edge). 
Very  Fine.  Dark  brown  with  hints  of  original  colour.  As  always,  unevenly 
impressed  upon  a small,  rather  thin  planchet.  Attractive,  and  free  from  any 
obvious  evidence  of  handling.  Like  some  other  Early  American  coins  in  this 
group,  unpriced  in  the  Yeoman  Guide  Book.  Plate. 

A slightly  superior  specimen  realized  SI 60  as  lot  505  in  the  NN  auction  of  December 
3-4,  1968. 

434  Washington  Medals.  (1800).  Funeral  type  with  urn.  Obverse  with  small  bust 
left  within  continuous  laurel  wreath;  he  is  in  glory,  the  world  in  tears. 
around.  Rev.  A funeral  urn  on  a pedestal,  inscribed  gw  in  script;  legend  in 
two  concentric  lines  around.  Baker  166.  Silver.  Fully  Very  Fine.  Partly 
lustrous  with  gray  and  iridescent  blue  and  purple  tone.  Holed  and  plugged 
at  top;  abraded  long  ago  at  Washington’s  chin,  jaw,  and  cravat  (the  damage 
relatively  minor  and  difficult  to  see  because  of  the  tarnish).  Rare  and  popular. 

434a  — Another.  Similar,  but  from  different  obv.  and  rev.  dies.  Tin.  Struck 
upon  a thicker  planchet  than  the  last.  About  Uncirculated,  mostly  brilliant. 
Neatly  holed  at  top  (as  almost  always),  and  displaying  minor  signs  of 
handling.  When  viewed  laterally,  this  piece  appears  to  be  ever  so  slightly 
bent.  As  rare  as  the  last  when  this  nice. 

George  Fuld  claims  that  at  least  six  different  die  combinations  are  know  of  Baker  166. 
The  silver  example  here  offered  lacks  a period  following  the  s of  u.s.  (at  left  top  of  urn) 
while  the  tin  piece  has  it. 
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435  1805.  The  Eccleston  Medal.  High  relief  bust  in  armour  facing  right; 
inscribed  to  his  memory  by  d:  eccleston,  etc.  Rev.  Full  length  figure  of 
Indian  standing  within  a double  circle,  the  land  / was  ours;  legend 
around  in  three  concentric  lines.  Baker  85.  Bronze,  bronzed.  Extremely  Fine. 
Planchet  defect  (as  made)  on  left  reverse  border.  One  of  the  largest  and  most 
handsome  of  the  early  Washington  pieces;  from  dies  by  Webb.  In  contem- 
porary imitation  shagreen  case. 

Rare  and  Popular  Battle  of  Germantown  Medal 

436  Award  Medal  of  the  40th  British  Regiment.  1777.  View  of  the  battle  at 
Chew’s  storehouse,  the  building  in  the  background  at  right,  troops  and 
cannon  in  the  left  foreground;  in  exergue,  i • milton  • f . Rev.  german  / 
town  / oct.  :4  • 1777  within  a laurel  wreath.  Betts  556;  Gordon  17.  Bronze. 
Fine  to  VF  in  sharpness,  but  with  an  obv.  edge  bruise  and  other  evidence  of 
wear  and  handling,  most  of  it  peripheral.  Neatly  holed  at  top,  as  usually 
found  (and  undoubtedly  as  [issued).  The  last  specimen  publicly  offered, 
about  VF  and  holed,  realized  $160  ($384).  to  a dealer  at  sale  “CM  11,” 
July  23,  1969,  of  Wallis  & Wallis,  Lewes,  Sussex,  England.  Plate. 

This  famous  medal  was  struck  by  Lt.-Col.  Musgrave  to  commemorate  his  defense,  with 
six  companies  of  the  40th  Foot,  of  a large  building,  known  as  Chew’s  storehouse,  during 
the  American  attack  on  Germantown,  Pa.,  Oct.  3-4, 1777.  Col.  Musgrave  (or  Musgrove) 
presented  this  medal  to  his  battalion  in  both  silver  and  copper,  although  most  specimens 
were  subsequently  awarded  as  a “Reward  of  Merit”,  and  are  sometimes  found  so 
inscribed  in  the  upper  obv.  field.  In  the  latter  instance,  they  are  rarely  found  named. 

437  Admiral  Vernon  Medals,  (a)  Portabello  taken,  1739.  Med.  III.  pi.  CLVI/5, 
see  Betts  236  et  seq.  (b)  Fort  Chagre  taken,  1740.  Med.  III.  pi.  CLVII/12, 
see  Betts  277  et  seq.  (c)  Carthagena  taken,  1741.  Med.  III.  pi.  CLVII/14, 
Betts  334.  (d)  No  Excise  Bill,  1741.  Med.  III.  pi.  CLX/1-2,  Betts  247.  Very 
Fine  to  Extremely  Fine,  which  is  unusual  for  these  medals.  (4  pieces) 

438  Victory  off  Cape  Finisterre.  1747.  Silver  medal  44  mm.  diam.  by  T.  Pingo 
showing  Victory  standing  on  the  prow  of  a ship  crowning  the  head  of 
Admiral  Anson  with  a laurel  wreath.  Rev.  Victory  standing  on  a sea- 
monster  within  a beaded  circle  surrounded  by  the  names  of  the  officers  of 
Anson’s  ship  the  “Centurian”.  Betts  382;  Milford  Haven  Cat.  345.  Blue 
tone,  Mint  State. 

The  reverse  of  the  medal  commemorates  the  famous  voyage  around  the  world  made  by 
Anson,  1740-43  and  the  officers  of  his  ship  who  accompanied  him.

L.  Pingo.  Draped  bust  of  Cook,  left.  Rev.  Fortune  standing  holding  a 
rudder,  nil  intentatvm  nostri  liqvere  (our  men  have  left  nothing  un- 
attempted). Betts  553;  Milford  Haven  Cat.  374.  Some  slight  cabinet  friction 
of  the  high  spots  of  the  reverse,  otherwise  nearly  Mint. 

440  United  States  Coinage.  Dime,  1871.  Proof.  Blue  tone,  Nearly  Mint  State. 

441  — Another,  1882.  Proof.  Dark  red-blue  tone.  Nearly  Mint  State. 

442  Half  Dime,  1860.  Proof.  Similar.  Nearly  Mint  State. 

443  Silver  Three  Cents,  1870.  Proof.  Nearly  Mint  State. 

444  Nickel  Five  Cents,  1905.  Proof.  Nearly  Mint  State. 
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445  ARGENTINA,  Republic.  Peso,  1881.  Head  of  Liberty,  left.  Rev.  Oval 
shield  within  trophy  of  flags.  Wayte  Raymond  6;  Yeoman  6.  Extremely 
Fine.

Some  2,260,000  specimens  were  struck  but  only  51,000  actually  went  into 
circulation.  The  remainder  were  re-melted  because  of  the  unpopularity  of  the  reverse 
design;  the  rising  sun  being  the  emblem  of  Japan  and  the  three  geese  being  reminiscent 
of  war  planes  from  that  country.

These  pieces  are  of  particular  interest  in  that  these  were  the  first  coins  to  be  struck 
especially  for  use  in  the  territory  and  it  was  the  first  occasion  that  the  Melbourne  branch 
of  the  Royal  Mint  in  London  had  been  asked  to  produce  perforated  coins  or  coins  in 
cupro-nickel.
